Police Suspect Missing Girl When 
Letters Are Received. 


ONE TELLS OF ABDUCTION. 


While Second Signed by ‘‘Son-in-Law’’ 
Describes Elopement, 


After a day of investigation into the mys- 
terious disappearance of Emily Hoban, 830 
Baet Ravenswood Park, last Thursday 
night, the police of the mew Robey street 
station were undecided as to whether they 
are confronted by one of the strangest kid- 
naping plots In police annals or by a clever

Huge Structurd, Which Will Increase 
Water Supply, Placed in Position 
Three Miles Off 73d Street.

The largest crib ever sunk by the aity of 
Chicago for use ag aliwater bupply intake was 
placed in positign iyesterday, three miles 
from shore off Seventy-third street, The 
wirk of sinking 4t (wes begun on Monday, 
under the directidn of George W. Jackson, 

The crib is designed as the intake for the 
new southwest water tunnel, which) is to 
supply the terrifory lying between Sixty- 
third street, Western avenue, Lake Michi- 
gan, and the Calimet river, with an abun- 
dance of pure dridking water 

The crib was bbilt) in South Chicago, and 
was towed to its focation in the lake by four 
tugs. It is expected |that it will be ready for 
use in December, 1909. The structure, which 
i¢ 110 feet in diatheter and has two intakes, 
each fourteen feet wife, cost the city $360,000, 
It consists of two steel shells with am opening 
of |fifty feet in the center. 

The crib contaifs 1,000,000 pounds of steel, 
2,000,000 feet of timber, and 6,000 cubic yards 
oficoncrete. It ig within fifty feet of the old 
Hyde Park water intake, and the two are to 
be| connected by & bridge.

“open list,” 1 @, instead of a single text in geography 
or arithmetic, or a single series of readers used exclu- 
sively through all its schoola, New York authorises some 
80 geographies, 30 series of arithmetics, spores of regu- 
lar and hundreds of supplementary readers, and a multi- 
plidity of books in every branch. The city has contracts 
with more thah 140 independent competing publishers 
for the supply of text-books issued by these respective 
houses. How far ig this from even a limited monopoly? 

The State of Ohio has a list of text-bopks authorized 
by the State Board of Bducation. Any books so author- 
ized may. be adopted for use in the cities and towns of 
the State. Competing publishers to the number of over 
180! have books on ‘this authorized list. 

Clearly here is no tendency towatd a monopoly. 

Wherever important adoptions occur, whether in state, 
city or district, the number of independent and active 
competitors ie Very large.
